American officers in Fismette, in a 
brief report today, said that 200 Ger- 
mans Saturday night became separated 
from a detachment approaching for an 
attack upon Fismette. Somehow they 
encountered their own barrage fire and 
every German was killed. 

Young Fee Aids Yanks.

Backs Off and Charges. 

After reconnoitering At close range 
the tank backed off and charged. Its 
great weight crushed in the whole 
building, and it continued forward 
until the structure was flattened out, 
with the enemy machine gunners thor- 
oughly effaced. ay 

After this success, the four com- 
panion tanks engaged various grou 
of the enemy and the housewrecking 
machine proceeded to roll down and 
flatten nine other houses. This tank 
literally crushed the entire village and 
all the enemy within. 

When the French infantry, who 
had paused until the way was made 
clear for them by the British tanks, 
proceeded on their way they met with 
no resistance. On the other side of 
the town Germans who had witnessed 
its demolition fled in terror. 

German prisoners have boasted that 
their forces now are equipped with 
new anti-tank rifles, firing a large 


projectile at great velocity. Actual} 


encounter with these rifles, however, 
demonstrates that they are complete 
failures when trained on the armored 
tanks. A number of the weapons have 
fallen into the hands of the British. 
“Whippets” Clear Woods. 
ing the advance east of Rosieres, 
British cavalry sent back word that 
they could not proceed because of 
heavy fire from a woods on their front. 
A number of swift “ whippets” rolled 
around to the back of the wood, but. 
the Germans saw them coming and 
ran for their lives toward the rear. 
This gave the cavalry an opportunity 
and they charged into the enemy, who 
made a vain attempt to rally. The 
Germans were sabred right and left 
and 700 of them surrendered. 
That was only one of the many in- 
stances where British cavalry during 
the course of the battle, in addition to 
scouting far ahead of the advancing 
infantry and rounding up enemy 
forces, has made thrilling charges 
with the traditional dash of the 
mounted forces.

Reacident Wilson was reluctant to adopt a wise 
mYitary -elicv for the United States because he 
did not think that popular sentiment would support 


him. With the prospect of our entry into the war 


developing into a certainty and with the certainty 
that as we went in unready we should suffer un- 
necessarily, the administration stood still, probably 
seeing in some measure what was needed but not 
having the conviction of its vision. 

We know well enough how this delay in prepara- 
tion proved costly to the United States. We re- 
member how the administration finally conquered 


political timidity and pacifist inclination and how 


the president went before the people asking them 
to accept military preparation as a necessity of 
national security. . | 

It was a late hour then and because the gov- 
ernment after all did nothing but propaganda work 
and did not take any steps the waste of time 
later was presented to the country in an expensive 
bill. No government could have been more reluc- 
tant to meet issues squarely, to prepare for the in- 
evitable, to accept the warnings which were con- 
stantly given. When the reluctance gave way to 
necessity there were a number of people And 


agencies which fought in every known fashion to 


make the people deaf to reason, to arouse their 
prejudices, to play upon their fears, to hold them 
in decisions and opinions inimical] to the safety of 
the United States. } 

The man who had the most money and who 
used the most of it in this effort was Henry Ford.

The damage Mr. Ford did His country at that 
time, we believe, could hardly be exaggerated. He 
implored Americans to believe that their safety lay 
fm weakness. He used the most powerful instru- 
ments of publicity to convince them that they could 
not by any possibility be thrown into the war, that 
they did not need to look to their defenses, that in 
doing so they could only serve the purposes of 
money makers who delighted to set nations at war. 

He did his utmost to make greater any disaster 
which might threaten the United States. He 
fought the timid military policies of President Wil- 
son. He appealed to every prejudice and every fear. 
All this is to be found in the record. It was an 
achievement of Henry Ford. ; 

We might say that the man made a mistak 


-and that his error grew out of his humanity, his 


love of gentleness and peace. He was mistaken, 
but he meant well. Good intentions do not excuse 
a man when he enters public life. He must be 
Other 
people must not be called upon to stand the conse- 
quence of his errors when these errors are flagrant. 
Ford is not paying. Other men are. He put his 
money into advertisements which created error. 
They are putting their lives into battle to remedy 
error, 
_ Mr. Ford.is presented for public office upon his 
record. Nothing in that record inspires anything,

people. His detisions would affect them. Does 
Michigah think that the peace ark and the anti- 
preparedness campaign reveal a state of mind re- 
garding public affairs which ought to be given new 
responsibilities to other people? 


-\ " BAKER’S COMPROMISES. 


@ecretary Baker says that the government wet 


_ position with regard to the new draft law is to 
_ recognize that young men of 18 have military avail- 


ability but to placate sentiment by setting them 
aside in a special class to be calied last. He says 
that he personally understands the military value 
of youth and concedes the availability of the 18 
year old class, but there is a sentiment in the 
country which makes a distinction between the 
young man of 18 and the young man of 19. 

: Military intelligence and popular sentimentalism 


are again in opposition and Mr. Baker, fully advised 


by intelligence, leans towards sentimentalism. The 
unfortunate consequence of such compromises is 
that it wastes lives. 

The humane thing for the United States to 
do is to throw its full force as rapidly as possible 
upon the enemy and ruin him, his prospects and 
ambitions, his material and physical resources of 
defense. When this is done peace will come and 
the killing of men in battle will cease. ‘ 

Any. policy which retards the develépment 
‘use of the full American military power in its most 
effective form is a prolongation of killing and suf- 
fering. _Sentimentalism usually defeats its own 
ends. It generally cuts off the tail by inches. 

A policy of sentimentalism which restricts the 
government in the use of ite military material de- 
tracts from the force which the country can put 
in the war. Mr. Baker as secretary of war is 
expected to-be guided by intelligence and not by 
gentimentalism. Our allies do not regard 18 as 
babyhood. Neither did our forefathers.

This of all times is no time for the American 
people to shirk our political responsibilities. 
There is danger, very grave danger, that we 
may do it. 


there are so many things more interesting than 
politics that the real effort required to inform 
ourselves and consider political issues and esti- 
mate the claims of candidates are irksome. It will 
be neglected as much as possible in normal times; 
now that our imaginations are full of the terrific 
events of war, our wills bent to war tasks, our 
hearts bound by the strongest ties to the fate of 
our men, it is inevitable that we should be un- 
conscious or only half conscious of issues here 
at home, of strictly home tasks and interests and 
problems. | 

It is inevitable unless we think. But if we 
think we shall realize that we cannot afford to 
ignore politics at this time, for if the war is to 
be won and the country come through its trial 
clean and strong, we must look to our home con- 
ditions. We cannot afford to confine ourselves 
to watching the front door and let malefactors 
enter at the back. 

In one sense the time is ripe for the best politics. 
If we are intensely preoccupied with the war, we 
are also inspired by its call to sacrifice and stirred 
to deeper thought and feeling. There is a spirit 
at work in the hearts of the American people 
at this great moment of our history which is as 
noble as its occasion. Not since the days of the 
civil conflict has this spirit of unselfish service, 
of electric patriotism, glowed so brightly in Ameri- 
can life. - 

This should elevate our politics above the in- 
difference, the conventionality and the pettiness 


erica’s today, and which all the world is be- 
ginning to honor, can be set at work in our 
pestsamnnt politics we shall have a political re- 
generation which will place men of the highest 
type of character and ability in office and set 
them at constructive achievement for the lasting 
Mbenefit of the nation. 

‘Here in Illinois we have a sharp issue between 
loyalty and disloyalty, between character with 
accomplishment and the arts of the demogogue 
and machine politician.

betrayed at home. 


A MORALISTIC FIASCO. 

Gen. Barry had nothing else to do, when the 
civil authorities refused to permit the boxing bouts 
in connection with the Salvation Army tournament, 
than to forbid the use of military authority to 
sanction them. | 

Unless there is specific need and provision for 
the substitution of military authority for civil 
authority it is essentially obnoxious to put the 
military in opposition to the civil power in matters 
of local law and sentiment. 

The Chicago police “raised the question against 
the boxing bouts and Gen. Barry wisely ruled 
against an evasion of the police ruling, even 
against such an evasion as the removal of the 
exhibitions from Comiskey park to Fort Sheridan. 

We may also concede that the Chicago police 
were technically right in ruling against the bouts 
on the ground that they would violate state law, 
put when everything has been conceded the sense 
that the whole affair was stupid and a reflection 
upon the intelligence of the community remains. 
It has its foundation in a stupid law and that law 
is protected by stupid sentiment. 

The prejudice against legalized boxing gets 
energetic expression from a minority which is 
able to affect the legislature by raising a moral 
issue where none exists. This miiority shrinks 
from force and is appalled, first by the thought 
that it can be exercised with skill, fortitude, and 
discipline, and second, by the thought that people 
might get some enjoyment from watching the 
exhibition. Cam ' 

Because moral sentiment in the state is domi- 
nated by such aversions and because intelligence 
is led astray by prejudices, the sport of boxing is 
banned in Illinois and efforts to remove the ban 
have proved unsuccessful. - : 

Therefore we have the spectacle of the civil 
authorities protesting against boxing exhibitions 
which would have given money to the Salvation 
Army, and the spectacle of the military authorities, 
who encourage boxing as a benefit in soldier train- 
ing, stopping the bouts which had been arranged. 

The outcome made a great many people mad. 
/It seems to be charged with inconsistencies and 
incongruities, but it is only a reflection of the 
distorted moral considerations which get expres- 
sion in our law making and in community senti- 
ment.

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INFANTILE PARALYSIS. 
NFANTILE paralysis is caused by a 
bacterium the nature of which has 
not been certainly established. . The 
organism enters the body throtigh the 
nose and mouth. It may cause an or- 
dinary cold or a mild bowel disturbance 
or it may cause paralysis, When it gets 
to the spinal cord and brain it causes 
paralysis and wasting of the muscles. 
It affects persons of all ages, but chil- 
dren are especially subject to it. The 
disease is spread‘in the main by the 
nose and throat secretions, though the 
bowel secretions contain some of the 
virus. : 
It is a disease of hot weather. Rarely 
has it made any headway after Oct. 1. 
A place which is severely visited by it 
one year is ‘reasonably certain to be 
free from it the next year and for several 
years thereafter. When a case occurs 
‘in one member of a family the other 
| members of the family are not especially 
likely to contract the disease, at least not 
in its paralytic form. The theory is 
that the other members of the family 
have the disease in the shape of a cold 
or a mild bowel trouble, but have no 
nerve symptoms.

Until we know more about the disease 
the following methods of control should 
be followed out: 

1, All cases and all mispicious — 
should be reported, If a diagnosis 
not be made the health department 
should be asked to send one of its ex- 
perienced men to help. 

2, When possible the case should be 
cared for in a hospital. 

8. Cases that cannot be cared for in 
hospitals must be isolated and quaran- 
tined at home, 

4. The nose secretions, mouth secre- 
tions, and bowel secretions should be 
sterilized by heat or by chemicals. 

5. During prevalence of the disease 
there should be ag little travel as pos- 
sible. Children especially should be 
kept at home. 

6. Useless assembling and playground 
and theater parties should not be al- 
lowed. Especially should children be 
kept from assembling. 

7. No raw food should be eaten without 
preparation. Fruit should be washed 
and peeled. Milk should be pasteurized 
or boiled. 

8. Flies and’ other insects are to be 
suppressed. Rooms should be screened. 

9. It is well to keep away from dogs, 
cats, and other pets. 7

This about covers all ordinary possibili- 
ties. When we know just how the disease 
is spread some of these interdictions will 
be removed from the list. 

The first symptems of infantile paraly- 
sis are feverishness, slight bowel trouble, 
and slight respiratory trouble. Any one 
who dismisses infantile } aralysis from 
consideration because there is no paraly- 
sis in this stage will do a lot of harm. 

Then follow a few days of apparent 
good health. Next comes the second on- 
set. The characteristic of this stage 
is pain and tenderness. If the child 


curls up in its mother’s lap it cries out

with pain and then straightens out. 
Let the mother beware of any illness 
in which her baby does not want to be 
held. 
The loss of muscle power comes later. 
The shrinking of muscles comes later 
still. Therefore, the last of these symp- 
toms is of almost no value in diagnosis. 
If the diagnosis is not made until that 
symptom appears the chance is that the 
disease has been spread and certainly 
the patient has not had a fair chance. 
The best treatment of infantile paraly- 
sis is the serum treatment. Of the 
-cases which go on to involvement of the 
nervous system in about 90 per cent life 
is saved; in about 10 per cent death re- 
sults. The after treatment is most im- 
portant. This should not be begun un- 
til the muscles no longer hurt when 
handled. Aftér treatment should con- 
sist of massage and passive exercises. 
These must not be carried to the point 
of fatiguing the sick muscles.

together. ‘Kindly tell me if there is a 
cure for this disease. Would he be bene- 
fitted by taking a trip on the ocean?

The holder of the note should give you an 
indemnifying bond to secure you-against any 
rights that might be claimed on the lost note 
by any person who was an innocent holder 
for value before the note was due. 

If you pay the amount due to the person 
holding the mortgage and the mortgage is re- 
leased the title will be clear.

DEPRECIATING THE DOLLAR. 

Ludington, Mich., Aug. 9.—[Editor of 
The Tribune.J—Many of the wage in- 
creases that are being granted in differ- 
ent parts of the country are under pres- 
ent conditions thoroughly justified, but 
the general tendency toward excessive 
and repeated increases is radically wrong 
and is leading to results that are deplor- 
able and outrageous. Even if laboring 
people in general were benefited, instead 
of only the powerful unions, as has been 
mostly the case in the past, the evils 
would not be avoided. 
The main evil I have in mind is the 
steadily declining value of money. In- 
creasing wages increase the cost of pro- 
duction and the cost of living, and the 
purchasing power of money goes down 
and down. Compared with its value ten 
or fifteen years ago a dollar today is 
worth hardly more than one-half, and 
if the wages and profits for all classes 
of people are increased proportionately, 
as in all fairness would be necessary, the 
value will fall to one-third or lower. 
This means that all life insurance poli- 
cies, annuities, stocks and bonds, sav- 
ings accounts, and all other specified 
funds and incomes are being gradually 
undermined and destroyed.
